Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and Your District Chief 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record 
year of 1963 in both length and severity. For the sec- 
ond successive year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency 
of more than ten inches and the compounding of such 
drought conditions, together with the many days of 
strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the 
most hazardous years in the past half century. Al- 
though our fire season was three weeks longer than 
that of 1963, the number of fires showed only a slight 
increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 
acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response 
kept many potential fire disasters from becoming reali- 
ty. We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this 
community who responded and fought our fires so 
efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded and its eco- 
nomy — both industrial and recreational —is greatly 
dependent on this forest resource. The responsibility 
for adequate fire protection of this great area — 4,350,- 
000 acres — is everyone's responsibility and prevention 
is one of our most effective tools. 
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Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you 
must burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until 
it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep 
matches from young children. Explain to them the 
dangers of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and match- 
es are out. ior 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year 
are chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires al- 
lowed to escape; (2) children playing with matches; 
and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact that all 
such fires endanger property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued 
cooperation we are confident that we can improve our 
fire record in 1965.

REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


We feel as I am sure all Town, School and other 
Committees before us have, that we have a problem of 
furnishing what Lyndeboro’s Citizens need with prac- 
tically nothing but taxation on our homes to bring in 
this revenue. 

With this in mind we have attempted to be very 
economical, yet not jeopardize Lyndeboro’s or it’s 
citizens’ futures. 

The Budget Committee has met with or contacted 
all Town Departments. We have discussed with them, 
in some cases to great detail, their recommended needs. 
After these sessions we have made certain recommenda- 
tions pertaining to the Budget. In the following 
report we will express our reasons. 


Town Budget 


Town Officers’ Salaries: 

We have in this case by raising the Selectmen's pay 
approximately thirty dollars brought officers salary 
into a better alignment. In our opinion more should be 
done in this field another year. 


Town Officers’ Expenses: 
The printing of the inventory in the Town report 
has increased this item by four hundred dollars. 


Election and Registration: 

Due to it not being an election year this item is 
down. Because of the need of moving our voting 
equipment this year it is not down as far as it could be. 


Citizen Hall: 
A slight rise is evident due to the need of wood, 
etc. because of Town Meeting. 


Town Hall: 
This appropriation includes $100.00 to finish the 
the painting of the back of the Town Hall. 
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Police Department: 
By making use of what State Police assistance is 
available, this department has operated on a lower 


budget. 


Fire Department: 

The budget for the Fire Department includes a sum 
for the purchase of new hose. Last year although there 
was money included for hose, it had to be used for 
extra radio cost. 


Blister Rust: 

This has been left open with a one dollar appropri- 
ation in case the State has to come in and do some 
blister rust work. 


Highways: 
This remains the same because of the feeling in the 
last year we have had adequate road maintenance. 


Libraries: 

Last years appropriation has been increased fifty 
dollars plus a one year raise of $100.00 to cover repairs. 
The original $450.00 appropriation was not covering 
needed salaries, etc. 


Parks and Playgrounds: 

The feeling in this matter is that the town is carry- 
ing it's fair share. Possibly more could be done with an 
energetic fund drive. 


Cemeteries: 

Mapping is completed. We need an additional one 
hundred dollars to get these maps on something 
permanent. 


Regional Association:

A substantial increase in this department is due to 
the need of having salary money available to hold and 
attract good teachers.

We have budgeted ten dollars for this truancey item 
feeling this to be sufficient with regard to the fact 
that last year’s cost was six dollars. 


1267 — Equipment: 

This has been cut down with the hope that the 
P.T.A. may do something in the line of basket ball 
equipment. 


1477 — Tuition: 

Peterborough is charging over the state average 
for what will be four children. If the town pays this 
it will be setting a precedent for future years. We feel 
that this should not be done, but that the expense, over 
the state average plus the 2 per cent rental fee, should 
be born by the parents.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the school board and citizens of Lyndeborough 
I respectfully submit my seventh annual report as your 
superintendent of schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Lyndeborough school opened this fall with two 
changes in staff. Miss Kathryn Brockbank of Manches- 
ter, England, was hired to teach in the primary room. 
Mr. Robert Partridge of Fall River, Massachusetts, a 
graduate of St. Anslem College with six years of teach- 
ing experience at the junior high school in Fall River, 
was hired to teach in the upper room. Mrs. Peters con- 
tinued to work in the middle room and act as principal 
of the building. Miss Barbara Smith, teachers’ aide, 
has continued this year and helped in providing much 
assistance to Miss Brockbank in working with the pri- 
mary grade children. Mrs. Frost continues to perform 
her functions very satisfactorily as school nurse and 
Mrs. Barbara Shinn continues to serve the children of 
the school and serve the community by operating the 
noon lunch program. 

The Lyndeborough Board made a desperate effort 
to find a well qualified and experienced primary teacher 
and was fortunate in being able to hire Miss Brock- 
bank, a teacher with 7% years experience in England. 
Miss Brockbank has done an excellent job of adjusting 
to our school system and within a very reasonable pe- 
riod of time became familiar with the phonetic ap- 
proach to reading which is being used, and achieved 
satisfactory results. It may seem a little unusual to 
seek a teacher from England to work in a primary room 
but actually the school board showed unusual foresight 
in making this selection since Miss Brockbank has 
worked out so satisfactorily, and since no other teach- 
ers as well qualified or experienced considered the 
vacancy which existed. The number of teachers work- 
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ing at the primary level is severely short and those inter- 
ested in working in multiple graded situations with 
thirty to thirty-five children is even more acute. This 
is the third change of teachers which has been neces- 
sary in the last three years in the primary and upper 
rooms and there is no question but that Lyndeborough 
children have been hurt to some extent by this annual 
change. 

The two academic areas, reading and math, which 
have been receiving special attention for the past sev- 
eral years have continued this year although both Mr. 
Partridge and Miss Brockbank have found it necessary 
to devote special study and time to this comparatively 
new approach to these two traditional areas. Improve- 
ment is being made, but the period of adjustment which 
goes along with changes in teaching personnel has 
probably already taken its toll. The citizens of Lynde- 
borough probably feel that the most critical problem of 
the school is one of finance but, in fact, the problem is 
to find, hire and keep good teachers to work in the 
school. 

Three of the children living in the town are attend- 
ing the special class in Wilton and are making satisfac- 
tory progress. The budget for the coming year makes 
provisions for four children to receive the benefit of 
this type of instructional program. Whether this num- 
ber can actually be accepted will be determined by the 
number of youngsters seeking enrollment in the class 
since this is the limiting factor. 

This year all of the school boards of the supervisory 
union heartily endorse a program of physical fitness in 
keeping with the late President Kennedy’s recommend- 
ed program. A workshop was held in Wilton for the 
information and instruction of all elementary teachers 
and this program was promptly initiated. The teachers 
of the school have been devoting fifteen minutes daily 
to continuous strenuous exercising by all children, and 
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plan to administer tests of physical fitness to children. 
This exercising and testing program will be continued 
throughout the year and the years to come. It is hoped 
that this program will raise the physical fitness level 
of each and every child of the school. Even in this 
short period of time some marked improvement has 
taken place in some individual cases. 


Building and Grounds 

The “do it yourself” program in roof repairs carried 
out last year has worked. For the first time in many 
years no water leakage has occurred in the Lynde- 
borough school. As a result of this improvement the 
Board painted the primary room during the present 
school year and provisions are made in the budget for 
additional painting to take place in the upper class- 
room. 

The folding wall has been installed and made pos- 
sible the conducting of classes on both sides of the wall 
without any noise interference.

This year will probably go down in New Hamp- 
shire education as “the year of the sweepstakes.” This 
is the first year that funds have been made available 
through this lottery to schools in New Hampshire. The 
Lyndeborough school district finally received $4,485.99 
from this source. Information at this time indicates 
that the district will receive $5,700 during the coming 
school year. One problem that has confronted the 
Board has been the manner in which this money should 
be expended in order to properly stay within the spirit 
and intent of the statutes, namely to improve education. 
Some steps have been taken in this respect by includ- 
ing $550 in the coming budget to provide for part-time 
music instruction and $100 to provide funds for the 
support of a physical education program. All of the 
towns of the supervisory union but Lyndeborough have 
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been providing music supervisory help for many years. 
This step in also being taken in keeping with program 
initiated by the school PTA to provide for part-time 
music help if an instructor can be found. The PTA 
indicates that if this service is provided by the district 
that they will expend funds to provide support for an 
art supervisor. The school board also feels that some of 
this sweepstakes money should be utilized to attract 
and hold good teachers for the Lyndeborough school. 
This is the most critical need of the district, certainly 
well qualified teachers can insure best the improvement 
in the quality of education being provided children. 


Finance 

There are several areas of increase in the budget 
which should be called to the attention of the citizens 
of the town other than those already mentioned. The 
primary area of increase is in tuitions where increased 
enrollments and increased tuition costs show an over- 
all increase of almost $6,000. The State Average for 
high school tuition next year will be $489. Milford it 
is expected will charge something in the vicinity of 
$500; Wilton in the vicinity of $460; and Peterborough 
in the vicinity of $570. At the junior high school level 
the State Average cost will be $438. It is expected that 
Milford will charge $430 and Wilton $400. The junior 
high school enrollment is expected to drop from 36 to 
31 but the high school will increase from 50 to 58. In 
this area lies the increase that primarily affects the 
budget and this area will continue to be the main source 
of increase in the years to come. A slight increase is 
shown under #1267 to provide additional shades for 
the upper room, a portable bookcase, an outside ladder 
and a basketball backboard. 

On the income side of the ledger is found an antici- 
pated balance of $1,200. All of this $1,200 is what has 
been called the “sweepstakes excess money.” When the 
tax assessment was being made for the support of 
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schools last summer, the Tax Commission estimated 
that Lyndeborough would receive $3,240. However, 
when all sweepstakes money was collected, Lyndebor- 
ough received $4,485. Since the board had no particu- 
lar use for the expenditure of this money, this excess 
money probably will show up as a balance in June. In 
the area of Foundation Aid, an estimate of $18,000 is 
being made. In all honesty little support can be given 
for arriving at this figure since the prime factors are in 
doubt; the total amount of money being provided for 
Foundation Aid by the Legislature; the equalized valua- 
tion of the town of Lyndeborough. In view, however, 
of the increased number of children at the high school 
level it is expected that this is a fair figure to anticipate. 
These monies together with increased sweepstakes 
funds expected, result in an overall income of $28,801 
hereby reducing the total appropriation of some $81,- 
000 to a figure not much more than that which was 
raised for the support of schools during the current 
school year. 


Special Article 

There is one special article appearing in the warrant 
which relates to high school tuition. According to the 
statutes, the school board cannot expend for the sup- 
port of high school tuition more than the State Average 
plus a 2% rental fee. The amount of money being asked 
by Peterborough for children attending school there is 
above this figure, namely, the actual cost of instruction 
at Peterborough plus a 2% rental fee, making a total 
of $570.18. Before the school board can expend money 
of this amount for tuition, approval must be provided 
by the district and is being asked for within this article. 


Conclusion 

The most critical need of the Lyndeborough school 
is finding and holding good, experienced, well qualified 
teachers. New teachers hired this year have been doing 
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very well when all factors are considered; teaching in 
multiple grades is difficult and getting started in a 
new school is difficult. In spite of these problems satis- 
factory progress has been made. Mrs. Peters has done 
much to aid in guiding the activities of the new teach- 
ers and adding a thread of continuity to the program. 
The Lyndeborough School Board has been extremely 
helpful, cooperative and understanding in all matters 
and has worked diligently to provide the best educa- 
tion possible within the financial ability of the town to 
support education. Credit should be given to the PTA 
and its leadership for being interested in adding to the 
curriculum of the school, academic offerings not pres- 
ently provided. This organization has also shown a 
sincere interest and awareness of the school problems 
and its needs. In such a favorable atmosphere and in 
spite of problems, the position of superintendent has 
been a pleasurable one. Thanks are extended to all 
concerned.
